The pretty little 
town is almost totally wiped off the 
map. Of 2500 inhabitants 200 lie dead 
amongst the ruins of their homes 
about 1000 injured, many fatally, and 
scarcely two score escaped without 
some especial reminder of the storm's 
awful wrath. 
The day had been close 


and muggy, threatening rain, but the 
rain had been so frequent of late the 
inhabitants of the peaceful village felt 
no alarm until about 5:30, when heavy 
dun-colored clouds gathered on the 
western horizon aud soon spread over 
the sky, gradually growing denser aud 
darker, presaging a tornado. Great 
alarm 
prevailed shortly before the 


storm broke and refuge was sought in 
cellars, wells and 
caves, or other 


underground sructures that promised 
safety. 
The wind, which a moment 


before was a mere whisper, began 
blowing with terrible force. 
In 1< 


time than it takes to tell it the storm 
burst on the helpless village in all its 
fury. 
The shrieking elements and 


awful-cries of the wounded and dying 
were drowned in the wailing of the 
hurricane which swept all before it 
Trees bent low to the earth were 
divested of leaves and branches and 
even bark. The storm struck the town 
full in the center and in 10 minutes 
the awful 
destruction 
had 
been 


wrought. The largest brick blocks 
were seized and crumbled like egg 
shells. The lighter frame structures 
were whisked away like 
so much 


straw and many houses carried for 
blocks were dashed to the earth. 


Five hundred buildings, the finest 


in the town, were food' tor the 
elements, and when the storm passed 
about the only structures of any note 
standing were the Catholic and Bap- 
tist churches. 


Not a residence was left untouched 


and few people of the town did not re- 
ceive injuries. 


Lumber yards went np in oloads, 


huge planks'being'sliced into shingles. 
Tne large iron bridge over Apple river 
was blown to fragments, the parts dis- 
tributed along the banks half a mile 
away.

who disappeared at Dallas, Texas, was 
not murdered a? was at first supposed. 
Since the disappearance J. S. Starr 
has been making every effort to learn 
the facts in tho case.

Two Per Cent, of Gross 


Earnings of Insur- 


ance Companies. 


THE ORDINANCE WAS PASSED 


After the First Reading—The Elec- 


tric Case Will be Appealed— 


Aldermen Meld a Long 


Meeting. 


At the meeting of the city council 


last evening there 
was passed an 


ordinance providing that foreign in- 
surance companies be required to pay 


the city two per cent of the gross 


earnings of the company and that the 
money so derived bo placed In a spe- 
cial fund to be used for the flre de- 
partment The insurance agents are 
required to make • semi-annual reports 
and the penalty for failing to do so 
shall be as high as $300. 


Oity Attorney Walters was called 


upon and stated that ho saw, no reason 
why 
the ordinance should conflict 


with any of the state laws. TCe logis- 
latnro recently passed a law which 
allows the state to collect the two per 
cent if the oity does take advantage 
of it. 
The aldermen all seemed in 


tavor of the idea and the ordinance 
was unanimously passed. 
•, 


Another 
important matter 
was 


brought up by the oity attorney, who 
seated that there was hanging over the 
city a judgment'of 116,000 in the elec- 
tric case and wanted to know whethe1 
the case should bo token up to the 
supreme court. After some discussion 
it was decided that tho case should be 
appealed. 


A good deal of time was taken up 


by a discussion in regard to street 
sweepers and it was decided to leave 
the matter in the hands of the com- 
mittee. The council did not adjourn 
until after 10 o'clock. The meeting 
dragged a good deal toward the last 
and various matters wjre discussed in 
detail. Alderman Bisby was the only 
member absent.

Prof. King, of course, looks 
upon ballooning not as a sport, but as 
a science. A reporter was talking1 to 
him the other day aAd asked him if he 
had ever taken any young folks on any 
of his trips. 


"Yes, I have," replied the professor, 


"and I can tell you thut they have lots 
more nerve than many grown people. 
Another thing. It has always been my 
experience tha* wemen have lots more 
genuine nerve and grit than men. I re- 
member In one. of my western "trips a 
young fellow about fourteen years old 
begged me to let him go in the balloon. 
I tried my beat to ncare him out, of it, 
but he wouldn't scare, nnd finally ob- 
tained his father's consent. We struck 
a pretty stiff storm that time, but there 
was never a tiroo when, my young com- 
panion lost his head, and he learned 
more about ballooning- in one trip than 
many would lenru in twenty. 


"While I was out at the world's fair 


there was a young girl who used to sell 
catalogues who was very anxious to 
make an ascension. We started from 
the park about f our-o'clock in the after- 
noon, and shortly after rising caught a, 
current that carried us many miles over 
lake Michigan. I thought I would try 
a.nd find out what kind of material I 
had with me, and I said a good many 
things that would have scared most 
men, 
and asked her if she could swim, 


but she not dnly refused to be scared, 
out speculated on our probability of 
:rossing the lake. 


"A revenue cutter was sent out after

Jut about dark we oaught a re- 
turn current that took us sailing back 
toward shore. While we were still 
about three miles from shore the rev- 
enue cutter sighted us with a night 
glass and sent the captain's yawl alter 
us.

An Interesting fish that inhabits the 


waters of the Nile Is the malapterurus 


ctricuB, which is considered about 


the best species of electrical fish, for, 
unlike the gymnotus and torpedo, its 
electric organs do not affect its motion. 
In a paper recently presented to the 
Royal institution at London, the theory 
Is advanced by itof. Got.sch that the 
seat of the electro-motive force is the 
rierve center it&elf, and not the collec- 
tion of plates which have hitherto been 
;oiisidered the electric organ of the 
fish. These plates number about 2,000,- 
300, and consist of a modified muscular 
substance sepaiated by an albuminous 
composition, T* bile each is connected by 
a single nerve fiber to the nerve center. 
A. measurement of the electro-motive 
force of the cells by a capillary electro- 
meter revealed the fact that the electro- 
motive force was of the same order 
is that produced by the contraction of 
5, muscle, and amounted to about .04 
or .05 volt. Between the excitation of 
tho nerve and the maximum electro- 
motive force there is a time-lag of about 
1-1000 of a second, and an oscillatory 
ilectro-motive force is generated by a 
single momentary excitation of the 
nerve. At the lecture before the Eoyal 
institution already referred to the elec- 
tric current from t\vo of these live 
slectric fishes wat shown with a tele- 
phone, and also shocks given to many 
of tie audience. Some of these fishes 
were procured by the Senfl expedition 
of Columbia university while at the Nile 
last summer, and are exhibited in the 
museum of the department of zoology 
of that institution.—Boston Transcript.
